Barrett B.C.'s Robin Hood 


Another 
pause 
calked 
on DST 


B.C. will not, repeat NOT, 
go on Daylight Saving Time 
until the end of April. 

Following a meeting of the 
NDP caucus Tuesday, 
Premier Barrett announced 
that the government had 
changed its mind — for the 
second time — on its earlier 
intention to move to DST as an 
energy-saving measure this 
winter. 

“Rural MLAs reported a 
negative reaction from the 
people in their areas,” Barrett 
said, “and there was general 
agreement among the caucus 
that we should not go ahead 
with it.” 

Opposition to the change — 
which would have occurred 
Feb. 3 after being postponed 
from Jan. 6 — came mainly 
from residents of northern 
B.C. who feared it would be 
dangerous for children to walk 
to school in the dark. 


Premier Barrett has hap¬ 
pily become B.C.’s very own 
Robin Hood—promising a new 
budget which will take from 
the rich and give to the poor. 

The budget, expected early 
t the legislative session 
which begins today, will be 
the most spectacularly 
[progressive budget in the 
history of this province,” 
Barrett predicted. 

“I am learning a few things 
about finance. It’s like Robin 
Hood used to say: Take a little 
bit from the rich and give it to 
poor,” he told a political 
ly in Vancouver this week. 

B.C.'s financial position is 
somewhat better than 
rood Forest’s however, 
1th a $143 million surplus, up 
$98 million when the 
DP took office 17 months 


The provincial debt has also 
een reduced $73 million to 
|$177 million since the NDP 
(took over, Barrett said. 

“We have reduced the debt. 
fje have more cash in the 


bank. And I tell you that 
budget will be the most 
spectacularly progressive 
budget in the history of this 
province,” he said. 

“Money we made is not to 
be hoarded by the govern¬ 
ment. The money we made is 
to go baok to the people.” 

Asked if the budget would 
top $2 billion, Barrett replied 
“I don’t know.” 

The premier also talked 
about last week’s energy 
conference, saying he has 
received letters and 
telegrams from people all 


across Canada supporting his 
proposal that the federal 
government take over control 
of oil and natural gas supplies 
in Canada. 

If the price of gasoline rises 
exorbitantly, he said, it will 
have a disastrous effect on 
Canada’s inflation-ridden 
economy and only the large oil 
companies will win. 

Barrett repeated that B.C. 
would be prepared to share 
additional revenue from the 
sale of natural gas but added 
that he did not intend “to 
remain silent throughout the 


whole debate and see the 
province of Alberta take us 
down the garden path.” 

“I'm not talking about 
peanuts,” he said. “If Alberta 
has its way, they will bring 
approximately $1.5 billion into 
their revenues next year. 

“I don’t begrudge that to 
Alberta, but it is my 
guestimate the oil companies 
will get $1 billion of that 
windfall and oil that Alberta 
will get is $500 million. I say 
that’s wrong.” 

An honor guard and the

Governor Walter Owen upon 
his arrival at the scene.

Alarming reports 
wouldn't go away 

You can postpone bad news — but it won’t go away. 

Putting off the inevitable may be what young vandals had in 
mind when they smashed engine parts on four school buses in 
Sooke school district. 

But the buses were quickly repaired and parents organized 
car pools. Students made it to school — to receive their mid¬ 
term marks. 

Meanwhile, an alarm has been installed on the school 
district’s maintenance compound. So there’s more than the 
school bell to worry about now. 


The alternatives were 
presented for discussion to a 
recent meeting of the Victoria 
Medical Society by the ad¬ 
visory committee to the 
regional hospital board. 

They drew “heckling and 
hooting” from some of the 75 
or so doctors attending. The 
society represents about 350 
doctors in the Capital district. 

The meeting, intended to 
stimulate debate and possibly 
produce modified plans, was 
“a disaster,” said one ob¬ 
server 

“Some of them were damn 
rude,” he said of the doctors. 

Among subjects drawing 
the doctors’ ire were potential 
downgrading of Victoria 
General and establishment of 
some form of community 
health clinics. 

Angry doctor 

One angry doctor asked 
planners if they expected him 
to work out of “a first aid 
station?” 

On demotion of Victoria 
General, conceded to need 
massive renovations, one of 
the regional participants said 
of the doctor critics: 

“They don’t want to lose 
their country club—and 
they’re powerful enough to 
influence the decision 
makers." 

The three alternatives: 

— Modernization and 
redevelopment of both Jubilee 
and Victoria General to about 
530 beds each, addition of 75 
beds for acute care to the 
nearly-completed Saanich 
Peninsula Hospital and 
probable construction of a 100- 
bed hospital in the Colwood- 
Langford area. 

Capital cost of this choice is 
estimated at $45.6 to $49.3 
million. If the federal 
Veterans’ Hospital alongside 
Jubilee were to be turned into 
a community hospital, the 
co6t would drop to $35.8 to 
$39.5 million. 

Single staff 

—Redevelopment of both 
Jubilee and Victoria General, 
with Jubilee becoming a 
major referral centre and 
Victoria General a supporting 
community general hospital 
Both would operate under a 
single medical staff and 
hospital board. 

In addition, community 
health centres, including 
diagnostic and treatment 
facilities, would be developed 
on the northern Saanich 
Peninsula and at Colwood- 
Langford. 

Capital cost of this alter¬ 
native is estimated at $42.4 to 
$46.1 million, dropping to 
about $33.4 to $37.1 million if 


Veterans’ Hospital became 
part of the community 
hospital system. 

—Development of a four- 
unit system, with one major 
acute care hospital on the site 
of Jubilee-Veterans’ Hospitals 
and three community health 
service centres established in 
the peripheral areas.

Father drowns in dark 


Ralph Edward Arthur 
Lehan and his son David, 1059 
Deal, didn’t want to spend the 
night on Jimmy Chicken 
Island after their 18-foot cabin 
cruiser went on the rocks

So they plunged into the 
water to swim 100 feet to the 


breakwater at Oak Bay 
Marina David, 13, made it. 

His 45-year-old father 
didn't. 

David told police that he and 
his father had tried for three 
hours to get the boat off the 
rocks before his father 
decided they should swim to 
shore. 


Lehan, a strong swimmer, 
and his son went in the water 
together The boy said the last 
he saw, his father's arms were 
flailing in the water before he 
was carried out to sea. 

Oak Bay police surmise he 
was caught by an ebbing tide. 
His body has not been 
recovered. 


The option 

This option would see new 
facilities on the Jubilee site to 
replace those at Victoria 
General. The Victoria General 
plant could then be turned 
over to other health uses, 
including a strong physical 
medicine, outpatient and 
minor treatment centre and 
in-patient accommodation for 
other than acute care. 

This alternative would cost 
an estimated $39.2 million but 
again, If Veterans’ Hospital 
becomes a community 
resource, the cost would drop 
to about $30.2 million. 

Negotiations between Ot¬ 
tawa and the province for 
turning over the 272-bed 
Veterans’ Hospital to the 
community have been under 
way for months and were to 
have been completed this 
month. The transfer now 
appears likely to take place 
this spring. 

Altornatlvo 

Dr. Peter Banks, former 
chief of staff at Victoria 
General, and currently 
president of the Canadian and 
British Medical Associations, 
presented a fourth alternative 
at the society meeting. 

Victoria General and Royal 
Jubilee should both be 
developed as rapidly as 
possible, he said. While un¬ 
necessary duplication of 
services should be avoided, 
both hospitals need the 
capacity to handle emergency 
care, orthopedics, a degree of 
neurosurgery, coronary and 
intensive care with laboratory 
support, general medicine and 
general surgery. 


Estimates costs 

Banks estimated cost of the 
twin hospital development at 
almost $33 million. A com¬ 
munity clinic on Saanich 
Peninsula and another at 
Colwood-La ngford could bring 
this to about $33.5 million, but 
addition of Veterans’ Hospital 
to the community could drop 
the total to about $24 5 million. 

A report by the advisory 
committee sent to all area 
doctors prior to the society 
meeting noted the committee 
wanted to get on with hospital 
development as quickly as 
possible. 

It will favor the lowest cost 
alternative, the report said, 
provided a “humane, high 
quality and accessible ser¬ 
vice” results. 

The advisory committee is 
charged with making 
recommendations to the 
regional hospital board. One 
of the more likely possibilities 
of the meeting with the doc¬ 
tors is that the committee will 
recommend integration of 
hospital administrations, with 
doctors deciding where 
speciality services are to be

The ugly head of an old controversy is again rising in 
Saanich after a four-year hiatus, a question faced by all com¬ 
munities in one way or another; escalating garbage collection 
costs. 

Mayor Ed Lum and members of council are properly 
concerned about a 36 per cent hike in costs in the four years 
since Saanich took over garbage collection froip a private 
operator. At the same, Saanich population has risen only 7.8 
per cent. 

But is it any wonder? We are victims of over-packaging, an 
incredibly wasteful practice deliberately exploited by the 
paper, plastic, promotional and advertising industries. 

A typical grocery item has outer, see-through, shrink-tight, 
plastic polyfilm or cellophane wrap, the multi-color carton with 
its glued, stapled, inter locked seams, and the inner foil, 
moisture-proof, anti-mildew, plastic-lined envelope, to which 
the grocer adds a heavy kraft paper bag. 

No wonder we have a garbage disposal problem. We are 
virtually choking on paper, foil and plastic, not to mention the 
millions of tin and aluminum cans, glass and synthetic bottles, 
and cardboard boxes we buy with every week’s shopping. 

We wrap and strap the simplest articles quite needlessly. 
Did you receive a new shirt for Christmas? Then you’ll 
remember wading through the costly, color-printed aluminum 
foil fancy wrapping with a yard of stubborn, sticky scotch tape 
before even getting to the plastic envelope, the pins in collar, 
shoulders, cuffs and so on. the tissue in between the folds, the 
cardboard in the middle and the plastic stiffener in the neck — 
to what avail? Is it any better shirt? Not bloody likely. 

But it’s a far costlier shirt to make, to sell and to clean up 
after. 

What utter fools we are to accept the premise that we like 
convenience, ease of presentation and the inevitable, costly 
business of burning or burying the medium more than we care 
to husband our natural resources and our always-diminishing 
finances. 

Maybe we deserve all the trash we can get. 

The only positive part about this crazy plastic paper war is 
that future archaeological digs will find in our middens the most 
detailed account of civilization as we knew it. But they will still 
wonder why.

CHRISTIE IGNORED ON BUILDING BYLAW 

Wharf's history 'just junk' 


Greek trabiated and Roman 
arcuated they may be, but to 
Aid. Tom Christie many of the 
historic buildings on Wharf 
Street are “just a bunch of 
junk.” 

However, Christie’s ob¬ 
jections were passed over this 
week when city council in¬ 
structed that a bylaw be 
prepared to designate 13 
Wharf Street buildings as 
heritage buildings under the 
Municipal Act. 

Dotted along both sides of 
Wharf, the properties include 
■ the Dogwood Building, 
McQuade’s Chandlers, the Old 
Customs House and the 
Finlayson Building. 


They had all been recom¬ 
mended for designation by the 
newly-formed Heritage Ad¬ 
visory Committee, but the 
committee rushed its report to 
council after last week’s panic 
discovery that a permit had 
been issued to developer Hans 
Hartwig for demolition of the 
Finlayson Building. 

The demolition permit was 
hastily revoked, and once the 
designation goes through, the 
Finlayson — and all its 
venerable neighbors — will be 
protected against demolition 
or alteration except with city 
council’s specific approval. 

No one at City Hall really 
knows what heritage 


designation involves in terms 
of the city’s liability to 
compensate affected property 
owners, and Aid. Alf Hood 
suggested the city solicitor be 
asked to clarify this situation. 

But Christie's objection was 
more basic. “A lot of these 
buildings are just a bunch of 
junk as far as I’m concerned,” 
he grumbled. 

Mayor Peter Pollen tried to 
reassure the alderman by 
pointing out that council’s 
arch-preservationist, Aid. 
Sam Bawlf, would explain all 
on his return from holiday. He 
said there already had been 
two calls that day “from Aid. 


Bawlf in the Hawaiian 
Islands” on the matter. 

But Christie wasn’t to be so 
easily placated. 

Thumbing through the 
advisory committee’s 
illustrated report, he snor¬ 
ted "This picture of 1304 
Wharf . . . just look at it. 
What's heritage about that, 
your worship?” 

Aid. Mike Young rebuked 
Christie for his "sneering” 
comments on some of the 
oldest, most historic buildings 
in the Pacific Northwest. 

But even Young had to 
admit that one of Christie's 
favorite expressions — 


gobbledygook — came to mind 
on reading one section of the 
report. 

The extract : "Between 
McQuades and the Johnson 
Street Bridge is a series of 
two-storey structures which in 
both scale and character 
preserve the architectural 
homogeneity of Wharf Street 
and the harbor frontage. Nos. 
1302 and 1304 at street level 
are examples of the two op¬ 
posing classical styles, Greek 
trabiated and Roman ar¬ 
cuated, here juxtaposed in 
freely vernacularized ren¬ 
derings." 

Young’s comment: “It’s a 
little hard to take . .

Forty-four Victoria 
militiamen have volunteered 
to serve in the Middle East in 
response to a call for 120 
reserve force members to 
serve alongside Canadian 
Forces in the United Nations

Mary’s) Regiment, eight from 
the 5th (B.C.) Field Battery, 
Royal Canadian Artillery, and 
eight from the Victoria Militia 
District Service Battalion.

Those chosen will serve a 
six-month tour of duty, 
beginning in February. 

The contingent will include 
officers, senior non¬ 
commissioned officers and 
junior ranks.

Capitol site project 
gets council backing 


There they were: 
politicians, reporters and 
Chamber of Commerce brass 
— all freezing and wet. 

An hour earlier, 50 of them 
had boarded the navy harbor 
ferry YFP-318 for what was to 
be a leisurely cruise around 
Victoria’s harbor Tuesday 

The purpose was to f ind out 
whether commercial and 
industrial installations along 
the waterfront had responded 
to repeated pressure from 
Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and city council to 
clean up their doorsteps. 

There was no denying it. 
The harbor did look a lot 
cleaner since last year's 
cruise. Many businesses had 
obviously taken the hint and 
removed the mess of twisted 
metal, rusted oil drums, piles 
of rubble and other assorted 
garbage that previously lit¬ 
tered the Inner Harbor's 
foreshore. 

So far so good. It was 
gratifying to see that business 
was finally doing its share to 
make Victoria beautiful, but 

the crew aboard the YFP (the 
navy doesn't give.these things 
names) had to find out the 
hard way. 


"Look at that,” said P. D. P. 

(Pip) Holmes who looked as if 
he was all set for a walk on the 
moors, big moustache, 
checkered hat, umbrella and 
all. 

"Looks a lot better than last 
year," he said, when a gust of 
wind threw what seemed 
several buckets of water into 
his face. 

Everybody was admiring 
the clean foreshore while 
desperately holding on to any 
fastened-down object to keep 
from falling all over them¬ 
selves. 

As the cruise progressed, 
some of the • ‘tourists’’ were 
looking a bit squeamish as 
they surveyed the beautified 
waterfront. 

All of which didn’t really 
dampen the spirit of those who 
had come to see how clean the 
foreshore was. 

"Imagine," said chamber 
manager Brian Small. "The 
weather could have been bad. 
It might have rained and there 
could have been a really bad 
wind.” 

Well, the next wave didn’t 
wash him overboard, but a 
biting gale cut short any 
further deliberations on the 
weather. 


But, all agreed, the 
foreshore really did look a lot 
cleaner. 


City council gave 
preliminary approval this 
week to a proposed cinema- 
commercial-residential pro¬ 
ject on the Capitol Theatre 
site on Blanshard Street, 
between Yates and View. 

The Explorer Developments 


Ltd. complex, which includes 
two cinemas, office space and 
64 apartment units, as well as 
underground parking for 80 
vehicles, had been endorsed 
for development under a land- 
use contract by council’s 
Advisory Planning Com¬ 
mission. 


Landowners 
offered 
tax hopes 


Relief is in sight for some of 
Uie many B.C. landowners 
stunned by high 1974 property 
assessments ordered by the 
provincial government. 

Hope for these—several 
hundred of them on Saanich 
Peninsula—came late last 
week in a new directive from 
the B.C. assessment com¬ 
missioner which broadens the 
definition of residential land 
as it may be applied by local 


The effect is to exempt 
parcels of up to five acres 
from the 1974 assessment 
markup, provided the owner 
is resident, or that the parcel 
supports a residence. 

In Saanich municipality the 
Jan. 22 directive meant extra 
work for the assessor’s office, 
which as in other jurisdic¬ 
tions, had completed the 1974 
assessment roll as required by 
Dec. 31. Some 200 affected 
parcels had to be re-examined 
before the end of the month to 
enable amended assessments 
to be put before the annual 
court of revision. 

The court commences 
sittings in School District 61 
today, and in School District 
63 on Feb. 7. Assessment 
appeals are expected to be 
heard through the month of 
February. 

Saanich contains both 
school districts, upon which 
the basis of assessment is 
determined. 

Because of government 
action last year, all land not 
strictly residential or 
agricultural must be assessed 
at 50 per cent of its market 
value, which meant generally 
a sudden jump in the 
assessment of undeveloped 
residential lands. 

Consequently the number of 
assessment appeals filed with 
Saanich assessor rose more 
than 600 per cent, from 55 in 
1973 to 400 this year. 

The assessor, Bill Craven, 
said he is forced to order 
overtime work in order to 
cover the ground before 
deadline today. Part of the 
difficulty is a smaller staff 
through resignations over the 
year-end holiday. 

The commissioner’s 
directive gives an assessor 
three choices, exempting 
from the increase parcels 
which first of all are ascribed 
to residential use including an 
immediate day-to-day use in 
conjunction with the residence 
even though the parcel is 
subdividable; parcels of 
legally permissible minimum 
area for the locality; or 
containing five acres— 
whichever of these is the 
greatest. 

Craven said for example a 
10-acre plot supporting a 
residence may now be exempt 
up to five acres, rather than 
suffer the impact of full 50 per 
cent assessment on all but the 
portion immediately 
surrounding the house. 

Mayor Ed Lum, who said 
earlier he would protest the 
effect of the 1973 order to the 
provincial government, 
agreed the change would 
make the first directive more 
popular. 


But there are still many 
laige assessment increases 
for commercial properties 
and other non-residential 
lands such as golf courses, 
curling clubs and private 
recreation clubs. 

It has been pointed out that 
if it was the government's 
intention to force more 
private land into housing 
development as a means of 
supplying the demand for 
shelter, the effect might be to 
produce a spurt of scattered, 
uncontrolled housing con¬ 


tributing to the problem of 
urban sprawl. 

Such housing is costly to 
service and is not considered 
to be in the best interests of 
land conservation. 

One environmentalist has 
suggested a way of arguing 
residential or agricultural use 
for potential residential land 
would be to cultivate it for 
private consumption, or to 
raise market produce on it 
until such lime as it may 
become building sites. 

In either case it could 
qualify for lower assessment.

Central Saanich wants to 
"donate” 15 geese to Saanich, 
but Saanich doesn’t really 
want them. 

“My first reaction,” said 
Saanich assistant parks 
superintendent Frank An¬ 
drews, when told of the 
"gifts,” is to "put them in the 
oven.” 

The decision to transfer the 
geese, a domestic flock that 
has turned wild in Brentwood 
Bay, to Elk Lake, was 
reached this week by Central 
Saanich parks committee. 

The reason: the geese would 
be happier in Elk Lake and 
Brentwood would be a tidier 
place. According to Central 
Saanich Aid. Tom Michell, 
residents have complained 
about the mess made by the 
geese. 

Andrews, said if the geese 
were turned loose in Elk Lake, 
they might drive out the 
native Canada geese. 

And anyway, he added, 
they’d probably just fly back 
to Brentwood Bay. 


Clifford Robert Olson was 
sentenced for what Judge 
Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre 
called "a completely con¬ 
temptible and reprehensible” 
operation of "preying on 
kindly, trusting people in the 
eve of their lives.” 

Olson pleaded guilty to one 
charge of theft of more than 
$200 and one containing seven 
counts of theft under $200 
between Dec. 19 and Jan. 23. 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett 
said Olson’s biggest haul was 
$700 Jan. 23 at the 890 
Heywood apartment of a 76- 
year-old woman and her 84- 
year-old husband. 

He said Olson claimed he 
was the caretaker and asked 
to change $10 bills for larger 
bills so tenants could pay their 
rent. The woman produced 
five $100 bills, two $50s and 
five $20s. Olson took the bills 
and left, saying he was going 
to check the suite of his 
"grandmother.” 

Birkett said Olson used a 
similar method in the apart¬ 
ments of other Victorians 
aged up to 85. Olson 
represented himself as a 
worker or brother of a 
manager, asked for large bills 
and then held them for various 
reasons. Sometimes another 
man was with him. 

Birkett read Olson's record, 
which St. Jorre called "a 
litany of break-ins and 
escape." It contained a seven- 
year term for armed robbery 
as well as numerous thefts, 
false pretences and other 
crimes. 

The prosecutor said Olson’s 
last parole revocation came 13 
months ago. Olson said he had 
been out since March, 1973, 
after "I finished nine years 
solid in the B.C. Pen, which is 
nothing to be proud of.” 

Warrants for Olson were 
held in B.C. and Ontario, 
Birkett added, and St. Jorre 
said the record and the type of 
crimes made it "a scandalous 
case . . . shocking.” 


BICYCLE TRAIL STILL UNNERVES WATER BOARD 

'Water quality onus on NDP' 


If the provincial govern¬ 
ment insists on going ahead 
with its proposed cycling and 
hiking trail between Victoria 
and Lake Cowichan, it should 
accept responsibility for the 
consequences as far as 
Greater Victoria’s water 
supply is concerned. 

Water board members took 
that view this week by 
unanimously approving a 
motion which seeks to throw 
the full onus of responsibility 
on provincial shoulders — 
both for possible damage 
claims resulting from water 
contamination, and for the 
cost of building and operating 
a treatment plant. 

The 82-mile route along the 
abandoned CNR right-of-way 
includes a stretch skirting 


almost the full length of Sooke 
Lake, main storage area for 
Greater Victoria water 
supply. 

Recreation Minister Jack 
Radford has indicated the 
cycling-hiking trail will be 
developed, despite strong 
objections from the water 
board and particularly its 
chairman, Victoria Mayor 
Peter Pollen. 

The board has repeatedly 
expressed concern that the 
hundreds of hikers and 
cyclists using the trail will 
jeopardize the purity of the 
Sooke Lake water, through 
fecal contamination and by 
creating a fire risk in the 
wooded slopes on the eastern 
side of the lake. 


Provincial parks officials, 
however, claim the problem 
could be solved by fencing 
that portion of the trail. 

Water commissioner Ron 
Upward told the board it’s no 
longer a question of whether 
the trail should be built, but 
how And the minister has 
appointed a task force to look 
into ways and means. 

"It will be my contention 
that there is no way,” Upward 
stated in a report. "The 
railway and the road (the 
original up-Island road which 
also runs along the lake shore) 
should be closed.” 

Upward said Sooke Lake 
eventually will have to be 
enlarged to supply over one 
million people, with water 


from watersheds which at that 
time will total 50,000 acres. If 
all the land were kept closed 
to ensure pure water, that 
would still leave "more than 
99 per cent of Vancouver 
Island available to the 
public.” 

The commissioner noted 
that in addition to the water 
board's objections, there was 
opposition to the proposal 
.rom the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s environmental 
engineering department 

He submitted reports from 
the city of Tacoma, Wash, 
water authority, arguing 
against a proposal by the U.S. 
Forest Service to open up 
watershed lands for 
recreational use. 


Gist of the reports was that 
recreational activity could not 
be allowed in watershed 
property without endangering 
public health, and that if the 
open-access policy was 
adopted it would entail major 
expenditure on treatment 
plants. 

The board authorized Up¬ 
ward to re-emphasize its 
concerns when he sits as a 
member fo Radford s study 
team. 

Pollen repeated his earlier 
criticisms of the minister for 
actively promoting the trail 
concept without sufficient 
study of the problems in¬ 
volved He said Radford had 
been derelict in his respon¬ 
sibility.”

LOS ANGELES - 
California Superior Court 
Judge Gordon Ringer has 
ordered President Richard 
Nixon to testify at a trial of 
former White House aide John 
Ehrlichman. 

Ehrlichman and two other 
aides, G. Gordon Liddy and 
David Young Jr., are charged 
with burglary and con¬ 
spiracy for their alleged 
roles in the break-in of the 
office of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. 

Ehrlichman’s lawyers want 
Nixon to appear at a trial here 
Feb. 25 to support their claim 
that all three were acting as 
federal law enforcement 
officers during the burglary. 


It is the defence’s contention 
that the break-in was part of a 
national security in¬ 
vestigation launched shortly 
after the Pentagon Papers 
were published in the New 
York Times. 

Douglas Dalton, one of 
Elulichman’s lawyers, had 
attempted to have Nixon 
appear voluntarily at the 
hearing but the president 
refused In Washington, a 
White House spokesman said 
no decision would be made on 
the subpoena until it has been 
served to Nixon. 

The Ellsburg break-in trial 
is scheduled to begin in lx>s 
Angeles April 15.

The Labor Party and the 
Conservatives both claim that 
Mick McGahey, vice- 
president of the National 
Union of Mine Workers, is 
using the miners' strike threat 
to get rid of the government 
by other than a democratic 
election. 

McGahey. touring Britain to 
drum up support among the 
miners for a national strike, 
says he will also try to gain 
support of soldiers who may 
be asked by the government 
to move coal in the event of a 
strike. 


BRISBANE - The threat of 
food shortages added to the 
rain-soaked woes of this city’s 
800,000 residents who have 
been badly hurt by floods. 

Thousands of square miles 
of Queensland and New South 
Wales were under water this v 
week and the end of the 
torrential rains was not in 
sight. The weather office 
forecast new downpours and 
also warned of high tides. 

An estimated 200 homes have 
been washed away and 
thousands more homes and 
businesses were damaged.The 
death toll rose to seven early 
in the week and police said 
many others were reported 
missing. 

Civil defence authorities 
said food shortages may 
develop within a few days. 

Many suburbs of Brisbane 
were without electricity as a 
result of 34 inches of rain 
which has fallen in January, 
the highest recorded total.

Some oi the younger, newer 
Socreds would probably just 
as soon he didn’t. To them, 
he’s a leftover of the Bennett 
era. better forgotten than 
resurrected. In other words, a 
political liability. 

But anyone who served in 
the legislature for 16 years, 
and as a cabinet minister for 
eight, shouldn't he dismissed 
too lightly. 

Whether he’ll be a candidate 
or not. Campbell is convinced 
that "the people will destroy 
the NDP government in the 
next election." 

And Social Credit is the 
alternative. "I’m not 
disturbed by the Liberals or 
Conservatives." Campbell 
says. “Obviously for 20 years 
they were around and were 
not taken seriously." 

The NDP, he says, is 
manufacturing its own 
downfall with its "Victoria- 
knows-best hangup. It is 
highly oriented to centralism 
and highly oriented to 
compulsion." 

For example: "The 
controls possible in the 
Communications Act could 
ultimately interfere with 
freedom of the press the 
trend to make private 
ownership of land obsolete 
and the trend to use tax 
powers to control land use . . 
the establishment of external 
boards with power in the 
hands of non-elected people."

The match could have ended 
in the second round when Ali 
stung Frazier with a hard 
right and had him pinned in 
the corner when Perez, 
thinking the bell ending the 
round had sounded, stepped 
between the fighters and sent 
them to their corners. 

He quickly realized his 
mistake and let the round 
continue for the remaining 15 
seconds, but Frazier later 
conceded that Perez’ error 
“got me out of a jam”. 

While the mistake helped 
Frazier get’off the hook, Ali 
also admitted he had been in 
trouble during the fight but he 
did not pinpoint the rounds. 

The fight was similar to the 
first one in which Frazier, 
then champion, outpointed 
Ali. But this time, Frazier 
could not knock Ali down and 
Ali punched with more power 
and much more often. 

Never did Ali try to buy 
time — he called it 
“clowning” — like he did in 
the first fight and although 
Frazier had the better of the 
final round, Ali was equally as 
fresh at the finish. 

The end of the fight 
signalled a madhouse charge 
in which a horde of fans, 
screaming “Ali, Ali” forced 
its way into the ring. The 
decision was delayed until the 
ring was partially cleared and 
when it was announced, it was 
greeted by a thunderous 
ovation. 

Ali, avenging the only other 
loss in his brilliant and con¬ 
troversial career when he 
outpointed Norton last Sep¬ 
tember, came out of the fight 
virtually unmarked although 
he had bled from the nose. 

Frazier bled slightly from 
the mouth and at the final bell 
his face was badly swollen. 

Ali, who weighed in at 212 to 
209 for Frazier, had said he 
was in superb condition and he 
obviously was, dancing 
and jabbing, scoring well with 
fast flurries to the head. 

The announced crowd was 
20,748, bigger than the throng 
which saw the first fight, 
March 8, 1971. However, with 
the top price of $100 compared 
to the $150 for the first, the 
rematch had a live gate of 
$1,053,668 to $1,352,951 the first 
time. 

The rematch also was 
shown at about 400 closed 
circuit locations in the United 
States and Canada and will be 
seen in 82 countries by the end 
of this week.

Stan (Busher) Jackson, 
whose attitude and per¬ 
sonality was reflected in the 
success of basketball teams 
that brought Canadian 
championships to Victoria, 
died Sunday in hospital of a 
heart ailment.

In business, Jackson was 
the assistant to motor vehicles 
superintendent Ray Hadfield.

But it was his contributions 
to basketball that stamped the 
native son as one of Victoria’s 
best-known sports per¬ 
sonalities. 

A member of the famed 
Dominoes that brought the 
Canadian men’s title to 
Victoria, Jackson also was 
given credit for contributing 
“immensely” to successes 
enjoyed by the Chinooks’ 
junior men’s team. 

Chinooks were coached by 
Howie Tooby and the late Ollie 
Goldsmith but Harold Turner, 
who managed the junior 
squad, feels title success was 
helped by Jackson’s con¬ 
tributions “from behind the 
scenes.” 

“Busher was never one for 
stepping out in the spotlight,” 
said Turner. “Yet he was one 
who just couldn’t think 


negatively. That attitude 
rubbed off to his teammates, 
when he played, and onto the 
First United boys’ clubs and 
the Chinooks. 

“He was very adept at being 
able to teach kids how to shoot 
but it was his attitude that 
really came through for us. He 
never had a bad word for 
anyone, yet he commanded 
respect from all those who 
knew him in sports and in 
business.” 

Jackson is survived by his 
widow, Clair, a son, Ken, and 
a daughter, Margo. 

Funeral services were held 
Wednesday.

diving medals with 17 events 
left on the program. 

Early this week, Canada 
had already won five gold, six 
silver and three bronze 
medals in swimming and 
diving. The other golds were 
won by I>eslie Cliff of Van¬ 
couver in the 200-metre in¬ 
dividual medley, Cindy Shatto 
of Toronto in Hie springboard 
diving and by both the 
women’s and men’s 400-metre 
relay squads. 

Dr. Jules Sobrian of 
Omemee, Ont., won Canada’s 
third shooting gold medal of 
the Games but on the track the 
Australian athletes piled up a 
string of victories to take the 
lead from Canada in the 
medals table. 

Sobrian, who earlier won a 
silver medal when he finished 
behind gold-medalist Rev. 
William Hare of Renfrew, 
Ont., in the rapid-fire pistol 
event, won the free pistol 
competition. 

That gave Canada an 11-10 
lead over the Australians in 
over-all total gold medals. But 
the lead was only temporary. 

Veteran Australian sprinter 
Raelene Boyle evened the 
score again, completing her 
second consecutive sprint 
double when she added the 
women’s 200-metre gold 
medal to her earlier victory in 
the 100 metres. 

Miss Boyle, who has now 
collected five gold medals in 
Commonwealth meets and 
three silver medals in the 
Olympic Games, won the 200 
in 22.5 seconds, a Games 
record. The best Canada could 
do was a fourth-place finish by 
Marj Bailey of Vancouver and 
an eighth-place finish by Patti 
Ijoverock, also of Vancouver. 

The win touched off an 
Australian track-and-field 
surge as Charlene Rendina 
won the women’s 800 metres, 
also in Games record time, 
Petra Rivers successfully 
defended her title in the 
women’s javelin and Gordon 
Windeyer took the men’s high 
jump. 

Canadian jumpers John 
Beers of Merritt, B.C., John 
Hawkins of Courtenay and 
Claude Ferrange of Montreal 
had been ranked 1-2-3 in the 
Commonwealth prior to the 
event but the two British 
Columbians both suffered 
ankle injuries shortly before 
the Games. 

Windeyer broke the Games 
record by clearing seven feet, 
one inch. Fellow-Australian 
I^aurie Peckam, trying for his 
third straight high-jump gold 
medal, cleared seven feet and 
a quarter of an inch to take the 
silver but the Canadians, all of 
whom have cleared seven feet 
previously, were unable to do 
it. 

Ferranger managed six 
feet, 11*2 inches to take the 
bronze medal while Beers and 
Hawkins, fourth and fifth 
respectively on a countback, 
both jumped six feet, 10 in¬ 
ches. 

Don Quarrie of Jamaica 
duplicated Miss Boyle’s feat 
by winning the men’s 200 
metres to complete a second 
sprint double and the con¬ 
troversial Kenyans continued 
their domination of the men’s 
middle and long-distance 
events when steeplechase 
champion Ben Jipcho scored 
again in the {j,000 metres and 
John Kipurgat won the 800 
metres, both in Games record 
times.

Weather j|g 
blamed VICTORIA 
for delay 
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Victoria Post Office has 
blamed slowdowns by railway 
workers and snowslides in 
Rogers Pass and the Fraser 
Canyon for recent delays in 
second and third class mail 
delivery. 

But one local resident, 
exasperated with delays up to 
five weeks for magazines and 
newspapers mailed in Eastern 
Canada says the Victoria Post 
Office must bear much of the 
blame. 

John Bradford, 1090 Mc- 
Briar, says magazines to 
which he subscribes 
sometimes arrive a month 
after appearing on local 
newsstands and copies of the 
daily Ottawa Citizen take 
three weeks to reach his 
Saanich home. 

Bradford said his mail 
“arrives in bundles of eight 
and 10 papers," despite being 
mailed separately each 
publishing day. 

He claims Victoria Post 
Office allows second and third 
class mail to “sit" until 
bundled for truck delivery. 

But Victoria Post Office 
spokesman Steven Veres 
insists newspapers and 
magazines do not “sit 
around" but are processed 
according to strict “service 
requirements" on the second 
day after arrival. 

Under normal conditions, 
second and third class mail 
takes seven days to cross 
Canada by rail and would be 
delivered within a further two 
days, says Veres. 

During 1973, slowdowns by 
railway workers created a 
backlog of mail which became 
acute over the Christmas 
season. This was being 
cleared up when snowslides in 
the B.C. mountains slowed 
rail traffic once again. 

Veres says Victoria Post 
Office has three investigators 
dealing with complaints and 
people whose newspapers are 
arriving more than 10 days 
after mailing should contact 
them.

Aid sought 
for housing 


The provincial department 
of housing is trying to 
negotiate a federal-provincial 
partnership to build more 
senior citizens’ housing. 

Stu Bourne, a Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration employee who is a 
consultant to the provincial 
housing department, has met 
in Vancouver with other 
government officials to 
discuss the program. 

Provincial departments 
involved at this stage are 
housing, health and welfare, 
and human resources, he said. 

Under the provincial Senior 
Citizen s Assistance Act, one- 
third of capital costs are 
provided for a non-profit 
organization wanting to build 
an old age pensioners' housing 
development. 

The federal government, 
under the National Housing 
Act, will pay 10 per cent of 
capital costs and provide a 
low-interest, 50-year loan for 
100 per cent of the balance.

There are 76 miles of 
cablevision cable up for grabs 
in Ihe city, and Greater 
Victoria School District is 
thinking of grabbing. 

If it does, it will hp one of a 
handful of school districts in 
the country that have their 
own private cablevision 
system 

The cable is owned by 
Victoria Cablevision Ltd. and 
will become redundant when 
the company completes a new 
city-wide cable hookup. 

Victoria Cablevision wants 
the school district to use the 
old cable to create a private 
cablevision system con¬ 
necting all schools. 

The district is planning to 
ask the education technology 
branch of the federal com¬ 
munications department to 
study the feasibility and cost 
of such an educational 
television system. 

The cablevision company 
has already begun hooking all 
Greater Victoria schools to 
the new cable, which will 
carry regular commercial 
channels, and is hooking the 
schools up to the old cable as 
well. 

“We’re gambling that a use 
can be found for it,” 
cablevision manager Len 
Charlish said of the old cable 

Jack Dalgleish, the school 
district’s associate director of 
business, met with com¬ 
munications department 


officials in Vancouver last 
week and found them “quite 
excited” with the idea of a 
separate cable system for 
schools alone. 

The old cable is still in good 
condition and can potentially 
carry more than 20 channels, 
providing the school district 
has enough programs to fill 
them, said Charlish. 

Dalgleish said the district, if 
it decides to use the old cable, 
would have to pay B.C. 
Telephone Co. a monthly 
rental for use of its telephone 
poles, which carry the cable. 

Rental would be 33 cents per 
100 feet for 76 miles of cable, 
he said. 

Victoria Cablevision started 
replacing its old cable in 
August 1972 and is now 30 per 
cent finished, mainly in the 
Saanich and Oak Bay area, 
said Charlish. 

The company was ordered 
by the federal government to 
upgrade its cable system by 
installing transistorized 
amplifiers, he said. 

To do this using the old 
cable would have meant 
paying workmen double and 
triple time to make the in¬ 
stallations at night so 
television reception wasn’t 
interrupted, he said. 

The company decided it was 
$200,000 cheaper to put in a 
whole new cable system than 
to pay those kind of wages, 
said Charlish.

Pupils back liberty 
but parents like 'Sir' 


If some Greater Victoria 
parents had their way, high 
school students would spend 
more time on spelling and 
grammar, and would call 
their teachers “sir” and 
“ma’am.” 

If students were running 
things, they would have no 
cojnpulsory courses, more 
field trips and fewer tests, and 
could smoke at school. 

These opinions emerged in a 
survey of Greater Victoria 
Grade 11 and 12 students, their 
parents and teachers just 
released by Greater Victoria 
school board. 

The 272 people selected 
were asked 106 questions 
about curriculum, 
attendance, grading and 
discipline. 

Results showed students 
want more freedom but 
parents are concerned about 
discipline, attendance and the 
three Rs, and teachers are 
somewhere in between the 
two. 

The survey asked people to 
choose one of four responses 
on each question: strongly 
agree, generally agree, 
generally disagree and 
strongly disagree. 

Some sample reactions: 
Drug education: 35 per cent 
of parents and students want 
much greater emphasis on it, 
but only 11 per cent of 
teachers. 

School uniforms: 84 per cent 
of students strongly oppose 
them, but only 42 per cent of 
parents and 60 per cent of 
teachers. 

Students being allowed to 
eat lunch off the school 
grounds: 86 per cent of 
students strongly support it, 
compared with 13 per cent of 
parents and 35 per cent of 
teachers. 

Keeping attendance 
records: 67 per cent of parents 
are strongly for it, 25 per cent 
of students and 48 per cent of 
teachers. 
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Schools — more or less discipline? 


Sex education: 36 per cent of 
students want much greater 
emphasis on it, compared 
with 17 per cent of both 
teachers and parents. 

Smoking privileges: 
Students are 73 per cent for it, 
either strongly or generally. 
Parents are against it 
strongly or generally by 78 per 
cent, and teachers against it 
68 per cent. 


Spelling: 51 per cent of 
parents want much more 
emphasis on it, 37 per cent of 
teachers and 23 per cent of 
students. 

Teachers showed the 
greatest interest in a course 
on the world’s major religions 
— 30 per cent are strongly in 
favor, compared with 19 per 
cent of parents and 18 per cent 
of students.

Parks escape 
vandalism 


Victoria’s parks escape 
fairly lightly when it comes to 
vandalism. 

The damage toll in the city’s 
parks last year amounted to 
only $2,000, down from $3,800

Defaced or stolen signs,

On two nights in early 
October, the feathered 
population of Beacon Hill 
Park was sadly depleted. 
First a large pet goose 
disappeared from the animal 
enclosure, then three nights 
later the aviary was broken 
into and three doves were 
stolen.

Turnips 
ruined 
by frost 


Severe frosl this month has 
destroyed more than $48,000 
worth of turnip crops on 
Saanich Peninsula. 

Rut Greater Victoria 
shoppers likely won’t feel any 
effects of the loss, said Doug 
Pliilps. manager of Island 
Vegetable Co-op Association. 

Philps said lower Van¬ 
couver Island’s . two major 
turnip producers — Harvey 
Lim. 4055 Cumberland, and 
the Mar family who farm 150 
acres on Mart indale Road — 
Ipst between 300 and 350 tons 
of turnips. 

Farmers are currently 
selling turnips to wholesale 
outlets for $160 a ton. he said. 

Philp said a bad frost three 
weeks ago dried out the inside 
of the turnips, making them 
useless. 

Some can be salvaged bui 
most will remain in the fields 
lo bo ploughed under next 
spring, he said. 

Philp’s association, a 
wholesale outlet, lias 100 tons 
of turnips in storage and. 
when supplies are depleted, he 
said, more will be imported 
from the United States 

Lim said low temperatures 
aren't enough to destroy a 
crop but. combined with a 
brisk northeast wind, they will 
destroy • anything that’s left 
in the field.” 

Some crops, such as berries, 
can be insured, be said, but a 
vegetable crop is a clear loss 
to farmers. 

Asked why he continued to 
farm. Lim replied.. Tin 
stupid, that's why I'm in it.” 

The Mar family lost to acres 
of turnips this month. Earlier 
in the year. 11 acres of carrots 
were destroyed by rain, said 
Doug Mar. 

Portions of other crops — 
cabbage, onions, potatoes — 
were also lost, he said 

Th» l u mer. said Mar. just 
has to ‘sit and sutler 
through.”

Old post office was built In 1912 


Old postal building 
eyed for city hall 


DUNCAN — It now seems 
fairly certain that Duncan's 
old post office will become the 
new city hall. 

At least it will if city council 
is able td rent the building 
from the federal government 
at a nominal cost for a 
reasonable length of time. 

Mayor Ken Paskin has 
announced that after about a 
year of negotiations with the 
federal government, a ten¬ 
tative agreement has been 
reached, but the rental is not 
settled. The proposed 
agreement has been sent to 
Ottawa for ratification. 

Encouraged by the attitude 
of the federal government, 
council engaged the services 
of architect Peter Cotton who 
has a reputation for having 
restored such old buildings in 


Man, 19, 
guilty 
of rape 


A New Westminster man 
charged with raping and 
causing bodily harm with 
intent to wound a 19-year-old 
Edmonton woman Oct. 11 
pleaded guilty when he ap¬ 
peared this week in B.C.

The situation in the present 
city hall is becoming critical 
as far as working space is 
concerned and something has 
to be done soon. 

“We have looked at ex¬ 
panding the present city hall 
but it would not be economic,” 
Paskin said. He added that, 
depending on Ottawa, a start 
on the old post office could be 
made in the near future and 
some space would be created 
for various community ac¬ 
tivities as well. 

Paskin said the entire 
project can hopefully be 
financed from the sale of the 
present city hall or its lease as 
commercial space. The 
mayor stressed the final 
decision will be made by the 
council “based on the people’s 
support of this proposal.’’

Suicide calls a priority 

Lifeline for the lonely 
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Victoria is a city of gardens 
— and loneliness. 

To the 80 volunteers who 
man the Need-Crisis Line 
around the clock, the city’s 
facade hides a way of life 
that’s never mentioned in 
tourist brochures. 

Unidentified voices at the 
other end of their lines beg for 
help, driven by loneliness to 
seek a stranger for a friend. 

Strangely, in a city that has 
a higher percentage of senior 
citizens than any other 
Canadian centre, few of the 
12,000 average calls that are 
dealt with each month are 
made by the elderly 

Administrative co-ordinator 
Bobbi Etter says “There are 
several reasons for this. Some 
of 'them don’t have phones 
Many of them are used to 
keeping their problems to 
themselves. They dam up.” 

Miss Etter reports the age 
group that appears most in 
need is from 31 to 45 years 
“but the 21 to 30 group is 
rapidly catching up.” 

Between 40 to 60 calls are 
received each day, with those 
in the night hours tending to 
be the tough ones. 

“The calls range anywhere 
from somebody asking what 
the time is, or wanting to know 
where to go to see whether or 
not they have a venereal 
disease, to a suicide call,” she 
said. 

The centre, hidden in 
anonymity behind locked 
doors, receives 10 to 12 suicide 
calls each month. 

Miss Etter explained that 
when it is obvious the caller is 
on the brink of suicide, the 
centre goes into action. 

“Depending on the time 
limit, it will be either the 
police or an ambulance, the 
Salvation Army, Cool Aid or 
some other agency,” she said. 

“If a person has swallowed 
20 aspirins it will probably be 
the Salvation Army because 
they’ll see the person right 
through the traumatic ex¬ 
perience of going to hospital, 
having the stomach pumped 
out and knowing that you’ve 
failed to do what you’ve set 
out to do.” 

Apart from loneliness, the 
usual factor that triggers a 
self-destructive reaction, Miss 
Etter said the bulk of calls 
come from people in trouble 
from alcohol, prescribed 
drugs and illegal drugs — in 
that order. 

About 50 to 60 per cent of the 
callers are women, driven to 
unburden their souls to a 
stranger because they are 
unable to communicate with 
family or friends. 

What breed of person is 
competent to work in the 
phone room, four hours at a 
time during the day and eight 
hours at night? 

“We set a minimum of 19 for 
age,” Miss Etter said. “A

volunteer has to be mature 
and have been through some 
things on their own They 
must be able to treat the 
callers with empathy and 
respect and make no pre¬ 
judgements.” 

The centre was started May 
10, 1971 and 18 of the first 
volunteers are still doing their 
stint. Others, reports Miss 
Etter, have gone on to use 
their experience in face to 
face” situations, such as 
counselling and social work. 

A would-be volunteer is well 
vetted before he or she takes 
the first call. 

Over a two-month period, 
volunteers are screened by a 
panel, “given a very specific 
taping that's evaluated by a 


professor at the university” 
and 25 hours of training, in¬ 
cluding practice runs. 

Miss Etter, herself, started 
as a volunteer and her father 
is a volunteer on Vancouver’s 
Need-Crisis Line. 

The centre needs another 20 
volunteers and as the 
population climbs the need 
will get greater. 

The phone lines are two- 
directional,* filling needs at 
both ends. 

“I Know for myself, and the 
volunteers all tell me, too, that 
the calls help them. They help 
get rid of any hangups you 
may have,” Miss Etter said. 

“And you certainly meet 
people.” 


More questions 
and answers 


Q. I am now receiving 
pension payments from the 
Canada Pension Plan. Is the 
money I receive taxable, and 
should I include it when I 
report my income? 

A. Yes, the income you are 
now receiving from the 
Canada Pension Plan is 
taxable and should be 
reported on your income tax 
return 

Q. My wife and I were 
married in September. She 
was working before marriage 
but has not worked since. Can 
I claim the full married 
exemption of $1,400 for her? 
AVhat does she do about filing 
a return? 

A. If she received no income 
after your marriage, you may 
claim the full married 
exemption of $1,400. Other¬ 
wise, calculate your exemp¬ 
tion taking into account only 
the income she received after 
your marriage. If your wife is 
taxable or had tax deducted 
from her salary, she must file 
her own return. 

Q. My nephew, aged 15, 
came to live with me last year 
when his parents were killed 
in an auto accident.

income tax form? 

A. Yes. The fact that you 
have not been appointed his 
legal guardian would not bar 
you from claiming your 
nephew as a dependant if he 
otherwise qualified. 

Q. Last year my wife and I 
decided to assist a child who 
lives in another country. We 
send regular payments for 
this child to receive food, 
clothing and education under 
a foster parents plan. We have 
not adopted this youngster, 
but I am wondering if I claim 
the child as a dependant on 
my income tax return, or 
claim the money I send to her 
as ^ charitable donation? 

A. You may not claim the 
child as a dependant as you 
did not have custody or 
control over the youngster. 
However, payments made in 
the year to the Foster Parents 
Plan Of Canada are eligible 
for deduction as charitable 
donations when supported by 
proper receipts.
